In his letter, Bill mentions @ new piece of equipment for which TV-DXers should 
be eternally grateful. It is cdlled a "LIDIA." CBill admits not Knowing what the 
acronym actually stands for, bit a good guess is “Local I.D. Insert Activator." 
Any other station engineers ovt there feel free to correct me!) Basically, this 
is a device that allows for a local ID during network programming. During a 
break, the network sends an encoded signal that activates the LIDIA and causes a 


local ID to be supered automatically. CBS usually does this when they run their 
5-second "CBS Spirit, oh yeah?!” graphic. NBC seems to use it to start a break, 
over a slide with the name of the show being broadcast, usually around 1/4 past 


or 1/4 to the hour. I’m not sure whether ABC uses it or not as I hardly ever 
watch any of their programs, except "20/20." (I also watch whenever a first-run 
episode of “Moonlighting” is aired; that is, about every 6 months, hi!) 


Since the average Master Contr)1 operator is loathe to bother with anything but 
the hourly legal ID, the LIDTA could be one of the best things to happen to us 
TV-DXers in a long time! During‘a skip opening, I often monitor my local network 
affiliates and keep my eyes peeled for a break, then dart my eyes to the DX’sets 
to try and catch the skip  station’s LIDIA ID. I bagged at least 2 or 3 new 
stations that way last summer.

Here's some info for you about WXL-31 162.55 Syracuse for your EWS column. aa 
WXL-31 uses a console type system capable of 8 separate tape cartridges,one of which 

is never used. Here is a run down of what each used tape segment is about: 

l.First tape of transmission,known as the “Nowcast" tape.Ccurrent Syracuse stats as well 
as state wide temps are given here. , : 

2.Syracuse area forecast as well as Lake Ontario forecast are contained on this tape. 
Weather factors influencing the forecast contained here as well. ; 

3.This tape contains the forecasts for the other sectors served by wXL-31.These include 
forecasts for: Adirondacks ,Mohawk Valley (Jtica/Rome),Southern Tier(Cortland),and the 
Fingerlakes. 

4. Exten@ed forecast for the Syracuse area,as well as the extended forecasts for each 
other sector served. 
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5.This cartridge contains the nearshore marine forecasts for Lake Ontario,as well as fore- 
casts for the St. Lawrence River, Oneida Lake, and the Finger Lakes. 

6.This tape is the WXL~31 ID Tape. It is used every fourth rotation,or approximately every 
32 minutes. 

7. Reserved for special weather bulletins and alerts when needed.This position is also used 
the first few days of the month for the summary of the prior month's statistics. 

8.Not used. 


WXL-31 is many times cited for having too long a transmission loop (approximately 8 min- 
utes for the entire sequence as opposed to the expected 5 minute length). 

However WXL-31 states that they are required to serve a 5 sector area,since Watertown 
and Utica do not have NWS facilities. (Seems to me like they would,as the weather conditi- 
ons seem likely to change depending upon factors such as diatance from the Grkat Lakes, 
elevation ,etc.-mes

I see you have a pretty interesting column there. (Glad you like it!-mces) I've listened 
to the Chicago station KWO-39 for quite a few years,here in South Suburbia. Occasionally 
when it's off,the South Bend,IN station would pop in now and then. I've listened to KW039 
on many small portable receivers,but somehow I break them,or they get lost.(I've noticed 
that my portable's on/off-volume switch doesn't work as well as it used to due to the fact 
that I've used it so much!-mes) Only other NWS stations I've had were the Peoria station 
during the '79 IRCA convention and the Dayton station at the '87 NRC convention in Lima,OH. 
I was quite surprised to hear the Dayton station since we were 70 miles north. (Sure it 
wasn't Lima on .400? They are programmed from Dayton's NWS office and have different fore- 
casts but the same hourly conditions,which start by saying "At Dayton".coukdn't get Dayton 
on .4/75 when I was there.in-6/87:-mes) The Chicago station seems to lose its Sears Tower 
signal ocoomph (ocomph?-mcs) outside of Cook County,but KWO39 has good coverage of the 4 
states area. (Cook County is Chicago for those of you who don't have your Rand McNally 
road atlases handy.-mes) I've been a weather observer since 1957,but never went big time. 
i'm primarily an AM DXer and listened to radio stations everywhere in the '60s & '70s to 
find new radio stations and weather reports.

Bonjour! I recently bought myself a Radio Shack Patrolman SW-GO and I am now DXing on 
AM,FM,SW,VHF air,low,hi,and UHF(450-512MHz)!!! I got interested in the weather service and 
discovered that I had two regular stations on my receiver: XIM-300 from Montreal(10 miles) 
ye eceret ne on 162.550 MHz and KIB-60 from Burligton,VT (80 miles) broadcasting on 162. 

OO MHz. 

I called the weather office of Environment Canada at Dorval airport to get some inform- 
ation about Weatheradio Canada and they sent me a brochure (in FF)that I photocopied and 
translated for you(English isn't my mother tongue but I did my best!). I'm sure you'll 
find some valuable information(like the frequency of the 13 stations of WRC throughout the 
country).I also managed to get the call letters for 8 of them and I will write to Environ- 
ment Canda in Ottawa to get the other ones (the address,by the way is Environment Canada, 
Ottawa ,ON,K1A OH3). I have added RCA rabbit ears to the receiver whip antenna so I can 
pick up KIB-60 more clearly. I am also trying to get some info on Radio coast guard of 
Canada which I can hear around 160 MHz. (If I get any info I'll pass it on to you).1 am 
planning a trip to eastern Ontario for the end of February and I'll try to get the format 
of XLJ-696 in Ottawa. 73's. 

Thanks a million for the brochure and info,Charles! Here's his translation of the info: 
(Note:The coverage map shows a circular coverage area 65km(40 mi)from Montreal,which just 
barely reaches extreme northeastern New York and just a tiny bit of extreme northwestern 
Vermont. 

Weather radio Canada-Montrel transmitter Quebec) XLM-300 162.550 MHz. 

The bilingual radio station of the weather service of Fnvironment Canada in the Montreal 
region broadcast weather information on MB/FM(metric bvand/FM) ,broadeast updated forecasts 
and reports,gives out valuable information to farmers ,tourists ,campers,skiers,drivers, 
transmits 24 hours a day,7 days a week,broadcast in French and English. 

WRC transmits from the top of Mount Royal on a frequency of 162.55 MHz. The gignal 
can be heard on a good "piezo-olectric"receiver in a range of 65km(40 miles) see map, 
Because tHF waves propagation is in straight direction,reception behind hills or other 
Local obstacles 1s not good. MB/FM radio without a crystal is cheaper but reception can be 
scrambled by stations closed to the frequency;reception is good near the transmitter where 

interference is minimal. An outdoor antenna can improve reception on both types of recei- 
ver. The station cannot be received on an AM or FM radio. 

Weatheradio Canada broadcasts weather information in a 5 to 10 minutes loop which is up- 
dated on a regular basis; the loop can be interrupted in case of a weather emergency. (They 
also have a weather emergency system). 

XLM-300 Montreal-here's the station format: 

At the beginning of each loop,ID "this is weather radio Canada in Montreal" ,they do not 
use their call letters. "Operated by the atmospheric environment service of Environment 
Canada, we broadcast directly from the Dorval weather office on a frequency of 162 decimal 
55 MHz" can be heard twice in an hour but never at the same time.

Editor's Note: Mark sent me tapes of his local NWS stations in Berkeley,CA-he's currently 
in the process of moving to his new address listed above. Welcome back to WIFDA,Mark! His 
name may sound familiarshe's the head honcho of DecalcoMania,the club for sticker and 
promotional materials for radio and TV,and aircheck collecting. If you enjoy collecting 
stickers or tapes of stations from everywhere-US and foreign,please get in touch with Mark 
for information. As a member myself,I can tell you it's a great club to be in,like WTFDA!} 
I'm back in WIFDA after seven years. (Mark receives San Francisco and Redwood City's 
NWS's-mes)The Monterey one is more difficult,since T must physically hold the "weathercube” 
for_decent_reception.Also,the''cube"has no earphone jack, so have to use a microphone. 
(The rest is on ape,so I'l] tell you what Mark says and what his NWS's sound like. Mark 
also sent in a copy of some information he got on his local AWS's,which I'll have in here 
along with his and my comments.-mes) 

Mark's NWS's,San Francisco,KHB-49 on 162.550,is 500 watts,and Redwood City,which,acc- 
ording to the official NWS list,is called Monterey,is KEC-49,on 162.400,is 330 watts. Mark 
says they both run a lot of forecasts and reports the same,but some are different for each 
locality. I found his NWS's very interesting,as they contain a combination of marine and 
mountain forecasts. Also,it's the first Pacific coast NWS I've ever heard! The loops also 
run a very long time,close to 8 minutes,of course,to have all the varied information. 

‘ SrOn the San Francisco ows information ,here's some of its specifics: (the copyright or 
the information is 1974,by the way.) another note:I got the stations backwards; the San 
Francisco one is Redwood City,the Redwood City one is Monterey. Sorry for the mix-up. : 

As a public service,the National Weather Service Forecast Office at San Francisco off- 
ers a continuous radio transmission of weather information for Northern and Central Cali- 
fornia coastal areas. The call letters are KHB-59. The basic equipment consists of a 330- 
watt Very High Frequency FM broadcast system operating on 162.550 Megahertz. The voice 
transmission, which is a tape recording, originates in the Weather Service Forecast Office 
in Redwood City. The transmitter and antenna are located on Mount Pine, a few miles west 
of Redwood City. This site provides coverage over most of the coastal and intermediate 
valleys and outwards to 40 miles or more over coastal waters. Since VHF radio propagation 
is in a direct line of sight, reception is considerably reduced in local shadow areas in 
the lee of hills and mountains. 

A continuous broadcast format is provided on a 24-hour basis and consists of forecasts 
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updated four times a day )and observational reports from selected stations. Additional spe- 
cial cial information will be furnished when considered beneficial to interests in respect~ 
ive areas as the situation or condition dictates. For example, during the winter 4 special 
forecast for skiers is broadcast on Thursday and Friday. 

Broadeast information is particularly useful to marine interests, but much of it is also 
+ to the general public. Whenever warnings of severe weather become necessary ,rou~ 
d and the transmission devoted to up-to-the-minute information

tine reports can be update 


relating to storm dangers. : ; : ; 
The National Weather Service has equipped its nationwide network of VHF-FM stations with 


a device which will alert listeners to special warnings of hazardous weather. The device, 
called "tone-alert" transmits @ signal which will automatically demute (turn up the volume) 
on special receivers within a kO- to 50-mile radius of the stations. Receivers without the 
demuting capability will produce a distinctive 3~ to 5-second tone when adjusted for norm- 
al listening. The Weather service operator will then proceed with the emergency message. 
This service is in operation on KHB-49 and is used to alert coastal display stations when 
wind warnings are issued. Commercial radio and television stations are encouraged to re- 
broadcast the information transmitted on the Weather Service continuous broadcast, and 
cable TV stations may include the weather broadcast on a s channel. This will provide 
for reception of the transmissions in areas where the orig 1 signal may be too weak to be 
understood over ordinary receivers.

When available,observations are updated every hour for the following stations: San Fran- 
eisco Airport,0akland Airport,Hamilton AFP,and Moffett Field. When available, observations 
for the following stations are updated every three hours beginning 0100 PST: Blunts Reef 
Light Buoy,Shelter Cove,Point Arena,Bodega Bay,Point keyes,5.E.Farailon Island,San Fran- 
eisco Pilot Station,Point Sonita,Pillar Point,Pigeon Point Wind,Santa Cruz Marina,Monterey 
Airport,Rio Vista,Port Chicago,Davis Point Wind,Santa Rosa,Travis AFB,and Angel Island. 

In nearby areas forecasts and observations are available from the following stations: 
Eureka, KEC82, 400 Sacramento, KEC57, .400,Monterey ,KECH9, .400,Los Angeles , KW037, .550. 

Thanks to everyone who sent in information for this month's column.As always,I appreciate 
the information,be it information like above,or just a postcard about your local NWS,it 
can still be used for NWS NEWS!

Tnterstate 4O,at 2,458 miles,is the 4th longest interstate highway in America(behind I-

Being only 17 years old,I just can't take off for the West- 
although I'd like to-~I have to convince the rest of the family that it's a good idea! Anyway, 
I've still been fortunate enough to travel most of I-HO,and be able to tell you about it! 
So,beginning with the next column,we'll look at the western portion of 1-40 and what it has 
to offer in the way of NWS-DX.

FCcCoC RACOTION: 

CALL LETTER MULLING 

The FCC had taken final action on its reconsideration 
of present rules regarding the assignment of cail 
letters for AM, FM and TV broadcast stations. There 
were three issues of concern. "The first issue 
concerns the assignment of conforming basic call 
signs. The current rules provide that identicai call 
signs can be assigned only to commonty- controlled 
stations in different broadcast services. This rule 
was intended to prevent public confusion and to 
prohibit one broadcaster from trading on the goodwill 
of another." “It is plain that there are situations 
where use of conforming cail signs by noncommon 
owners would not have disruptive effects an 
broadcast markets. The Commission concludes that the 
potential problem with the use of the same call signs 
can be avoided by requiring a call sign applicant to 
obtain the permission of any other station(s) that may 
already be using the desired call sign.” "Accordingly, 
the Commission modifies its rules herein to permit 
assignment of the same basic cali sign to stations in 
different services that are not commonly owned, 
subject to the requirement that an applicant for a 
conforming call sign obtain, and submit with its 


application, written permission from any other 
station(s) that may already be assigned the desired 
call sign." 

“The second issue concerns tha first~come-first- 


served policy for cal! sign assignments." “The 
Ceurrent] rules do not provide an exception for call 
sign exchanges or transfers to other frequencies by 
stations within a given market to avoid risking the 
Joss of a lang-astablished cal} sign.” "The Commission 
modifies its rules to authorize th. excOpTIONS ot 4 
routine basis, thus eliminating the meed to Justify 
such transfers on an ad hoc basis.” 

“The third and final issue concerns the geographical 
restriction on the assignment of call letters beginning 
with the letters K and W. Currently the rules require 


that call signs east of the Mississippi River begin with 
the letter W, and those west of the Mississippi River 
begin with the letter K. Upon examination of the 


record, the Commission believes that there is benefit 
in’ maintaining the traditional radio conventions 
embodied in the K and wW assignments. The Commission 
also notes that there is no shortage of call 


signs 
that would warrant an elimination of the east, west 
restriction on the assignment of K and W. In view of 


these considerations, the Commission retains the 


geographic restriction on the assignment of K and W 


as the first letter of call signs." The test gives no 
indication as to what benefit there is in maintaining 
this useless rule. It’s not done in nonbroadcast radio 
services. {| wouldn't even see any harm in using A and 
N for broadcast stations. Those letters are allotted 
to the United States by international treaty, just as 
K and W are.

GLENN HAUSER (Enid OK) writes, "i visited a friend 
near Ponca City, and took along the portable TV. The 
ch 46 OETA xItr is in fact west of Pond Creek, at the 
NW corner of the intersection between US 81 and US 64 
north of Enid. In reality the noth side of Enid is just 
@s much in the coverage area as Medford is, tho | 
imagine hardly anyone in Enid Knows about it. On the 
portable with bowtie it was already quite viewable 
around the Enid city limits. 

"LPTV ch 18 in Ponca City is still off, and ch 27 is 
still scrambied. At local range, | was able to detect an 
800 number on the screen, so evidently they do run 
per -inquiry advertising. No barker on main audio 
channel, and my friend had no knowledge that these 
stations exist. OETA-38 in Ponca also on. However, | 
had another OETA xitr visible weakly around ch 49 or! 
SO while in the Ponca area; about as weak as 46 was 
from that location. 

“KTUL-8 was first noted back on the air with weaker 
signal on January 8. | also scanned VHF around 
Blackwell an Ponca City (there used to be lowband 
xltrs there), and found none, including none on ch 9, 
altho | didn’t have your list with me and didn't realise 
there was supposed to be one there. But surely | 
would have noticed it if on.” 

Glenn also forwarded an article from the 12/12/87 
Washington Post about an experiment in physics 
performed on a 2000-foot television tower located in 
Garner NC. !t seems that physicists are discovering a 
sixth force (the first four being the electromagnetic, 
gravitational, strong and weak; the fifth not yet 
proven to exist). It seems the unifid field theorists 
are discovering forces faster than they can unify 
them. These last two forces seem to counteract and 
intensify the gravitational force. Glenn adds, "! 
imagine you can figure out which TV tower was 
involved in the gravity measurements.” Not exactly. it 
is probably WIVD-Il Durham or WRAL-5 Raleigh, both of 
whose transmitters are 20G0° high and just southeast 
of Garner. 

Another article, from the I/ll New York Times 
describes one man's efforts to create a LPTV network. 
“In the foothills of the Adirondacks, where mountains 
often obstruct television signals and satellite dishes 


are as common in backyards as clothesiines, Jim Grich 
has taken the gamble of starting his own low-power 
television station. He hopes it is the first of many 
low power stations he would operate acrass the 
country. Magic T¥ 8, as Mr. Grich's station calls itself, 
went on the air in late December. Depending on the 
terrain, its 76-watt signal can be received up to 20 
mites away. Conventional telvision stations, with 50,000 
watts, cam send their signals three or four times 
farther.” “Mr. Grich expects to operate Magic TV 8 on 
a budget of $300,000 a year.” “Many programs for 
Magic TV 8 are supplied by the ACTS Network, 4) 
Christian broadcasting syndicate based in Texas. 
Regional officials of the Methodist Church are urging 
their members to watch the station because it picks, 
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yp the Methodist program ‘The Spirit,’ but Mr. Grich 
said that his is not a religious, but a ‘family-oriented 
station. The ACTS programs are an inexpensive way for 
the station to bide time in the middie of the day while 
the networks air soap operas. The station also picks 
up programs from other independent syndicates.” 

News Flash from BEN WILKIE (York MED: "This area 
has just lost one of our regional independents! As of 
February Ist...WNHT ch.21 from Concord N.H. wil be an 
official CBS Network Station! The first CBS affiliate in 
New Hampshire. Other affiliates...WMTW 8 Mt. Washington 
(Poland Springs) ABC. WMUR 9 Manchester (ABC). WENH 1] 
Durham (PBS). WNNE 31 Hanover (ABC).” 

JQHN COMBS (Jacksonville FL) sent an article 
updating the story on his favorite telvision station, 
WIOAX. "Since signing on Christmas Eve, Channel 10 has 
had a steady stream of calls from local viewers, 
spokesman John Robson said. The TV equivalent of call- 
in radio is programmed based on what music videos 
people choose via one of two 976 numbers. One video 
costs $2; three cost $5.° You mean they have to pay 
for their requests? “Officials from Video Jukebox, 
the more popular name for Channel 10, aren't disclosing 
figures yet about the aumber of people calling. 
Response has ‘far surpassed expectations. it’s gone a 
little bit faster than Miami did,’ Robson said in @ 
phone interview from the company's Miami 
headquarters.” John says he will check for this 
station when he goes to Miami in a few weeks. "Still, 
the station is planning some ad promotions to get the 
word out—one for outside antennas, another for push- 
button telephones, which are necessary for punching 
in requests. The lack of outdoor antennas in the 
city — particularly since the arrival of cable~is one 
reason some broadcasters are skeptical about Channel 
lO's future. One of the channel's biggest problems is 
reception, they say. As a fow-power outlet, it is 
limited in signal strength. Original projections were 
for a reach of 10 to 15 miles, but viewers as close as 
San Marco have reported snowy pictures using rabbit 
ears." "You may not know this, but...the Jukebox 
Network is only one of several low-power channels set 
aside in Jacksonville by the FCC. Others are Channels 
36, 38, 41, 59, 65 and 67." John comments, “I wasn't 
aware the FCC ‘set aside’ these channels." Actually, 
John, that's just another way of saying the FCC 
granted them licenses to construct low power stations 
on those channels. The article continues, “Two 
stations —not classified as low power —that are inching 
their way through the FCC's bureaucratic red tape are 
Orange Park's Channel 25 and Channel 21 in 8runswick, 
Ga. Of those two, Channel 21 is closest to coming on 
the air since it has at jieast been classified as 
‘designated for hearing.” Which is bunk. The Orange 
Park station was granted a permit seven years ago, 


owner of KMCI-TV, said that his station on channel 38 
will offer Home Shopping Network's No. 2 channel which 
showcases designer fashions, hi-tech electronics, 
consumer products, jewelry and the latest and the 
newest offerings of manufacturers. Emphasis will be 
on brand-name products. This is not the same channel 
Home Shopping Network has been offering fo cable 
systems, he said. This is a channel being carried by 16 
other full power stations across the country. Other 
cities include New York, Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Dallas, Cleveland, Houston, 
Baltimore, Tampa, San Francisco, Orlando, Portland and 
Salt Lake City. Miller said his 5-million watt UHF 
station will be ready to go on the air Feb. I. KMCI was 
to have been on the air last spring, but Miller has 
been cautious in getting his more than $2.5 million 
project completed." "Studios are in Overland Park 
with transmitter and tower located southeast of 
Lawrence.” “Miller said news, information and special 
programming would also be part of the schedule on 
Channel 38. The signal of KMCI, with its S-million watts, 
will be viewed easily in Topeka, Lawrence and Kansas 
City.” 

From the 8/1/1987 Los Angeles Times: “Immigrant 
residents of the Conejo Valley and the Las Virgenes 
area, who raised a multilingual storm of protest over 
the elimination of a foreign-language television station 
from a local cable system, will finally be able to catch 
up on their favorite soap operas in Japanese, 
Armenian and Farsi. Ventura County Cablevision 
returned KSCI-TV to its cable broadcast lineup today. 
Earlier this year, many members of the area's ethnic 
communities had staged a protest at City Hall and 
taunched a pstition drive to have the = station 
restored.” "Ventura Cablvision...dropped KSCI on May 1 
to make room for other stations. But the decision 
sparked an outery among bilingual cable subscribers, 
who said the station's programs —in languages including 
Japanese, Hebrew, Farsi, Russian and Vietnamese — 
provided their families with one of the few cultural 
links to their homelands.” 

BAVID SINCLAIR “Vancouver B.C.) writes in a letter 
dated 11/22/1987, “| saw soma American newspapers last 
week in Bellingham, Washington, and noticed that the 
Trinity Broadcasting Network (TBN) now has a station 
in Spokane on Channel 55; also that a new PBS station 
on Channet 31 is on the air in the Tri Cities, 
Washington.
